This is why fly menare federat~ 
ing to spread the word and convert 
bait fishermen, The fish who gets 
hold of natural bait knows its the 
real thing so when he is hooked, 
he is hooked internally, There is 
no throwing him back after that, 

Alexander describes fly fisher- 
men as ‘‘die-hards,”* “‘I fish from 
the first of the season to the end,”

There will be three referenda questions on the November 


8 ballot that have the blessing of both the Democratic 
and Republican parties. 

Each proposes amendment to the Massachusetts 
Constitution that would contribute to the organization of a 
State government better equipped to cope with 20th Cen- 
tury responsibilities. 

The first suggests so logical a reform that it seems 
incredible it has not been instituted before. If the public 
responds affirmatively, voters in future contests will cast 
a single ballot for governor and lieutenant governor, 
guaranteeing that the state’s two top officials will be 
spokesmen for the same political party and proponents of 
the same platform ‘‘accountable to each other and the 
public.”’ 

As it stands now, it is possible to have a governor and 
lieutenant governor who are at odds politically and per 
sonally, When this happens, the lieutenant governor is 
almost certain to be relegated to the role of a figure head, 
a luxury this state cannot afford. Any man who must ad- 
minister a multi-million dollar government operation needs 
the help of an assistant he can trust with valuable ad- 
ministrative assignments, 

Question 2 would permit the governor to submit pro- 
posals for reorganization of the executive branch in such 
a way as to ‘‘clarify and standardize the lines of authority 
and responsibility. ’’ Theoretically the state’s chief execu- 
tive presides over a ‘‘corporation’’ of 20 departments. In 
he is called upon to administer the activi- 

316 boards, commissions, departments, 
agencies, divisions and authorities which report to a 
variety of ‘‘bosses’’, only a handful of whom are appointed 
by the governor in office. 

No administrator could be truly effective in the face of 
such a hodge podge. 

The third proposal for a Constitutional amendment, 
appearing as Question 4 on the ballot, is designed to im- 
prove the effectiveness of both local and state govern- 
ments. It would return to the cities and towns “‘the right 
of self government in local matters,”’ even permitting 
them to amend local charters without the approval of the 
General Court. 

Establishing the right of Home Rule would not only 
prevent the legislature from enacting special laws 
affecting a single community without a request from that 
community, but it would free the General Court of about 
20% of its work load. This should permit more careful

School Site Meet ing

The Selectmen have scheduled 
the second special town meeting 
in as many months for Nov, 21,

can happen when inexperienced
